One  of  the  first  political  duties  to  de¬ 
mand  the  attention  of  Editor  Charles  H. 
Heustis,  of  the  Inquirer,  leader  of  the  El¬ 
kin  forces  in  this  city,  is  the  issuing  of  a 
new  style  of  Elkin  campaign  buttons. 

Buttonmakers  have  been  called  upon  to 
do  their  prettiest  for  the  Attorney  General, 
and  before  long,  it  is  expected,  the  new 
buttons  will  appear  on  the  coats  of  Dairy 
and  Food  Attorney  Charles  L.  Brown,  the 
State  oleo  agents  and  the  clerks  in  the 
Health  Office. 

Heustis,  who  is  the  head  of  the  Health 
Office,  by  appointment  of  Governor  Stone, 
at  a  salary  of  $7100  a  year,  has  quite  re¬ 
cently  declared  that  he  is  opposed  to  boss- 
ism  in  politics,  but  his  clerks  will  proba¬ 
bly  consent  to  wear  the  buttons  he  hands 
them  if  they  know  what  is  healthy  for 
them. 

Reasons  why  the  original  Elkin  buttons 
no  longer  please  the  Attorney  General’s 
backers  are  obvious.  They  were  designed 
by  John  Durham,  brother  of  the  faithless 


Insurance  Commissioner,  before  Senator 
Quay  passed  along  the  word  that  turned 
the  latter's  big  Philadelphia  machine  dele¬ 
gation  away  from  Governor  Stone's  can¬ 
didate,. 

The  more  ardent  of  the  Elkinites  now 
hold  the  Durham-designed  buttons  in  ac¬ 
tual  abhorrence,  and  ask  for  something 
entirely  different.  Most  of  them  think  it

Elkin  holding  alopt  a  scroll,  bearing  the 
endorsement  of  his  candidacy  by  the  Oleo 
Trust. 

A  group  of  foreigners  cheering  for  "Pan 
Jan  Elkin,  Generalny  Adwokat.” 

Elkin  as  Santa  Claus,  giving  the  State's 
coal  to  his  Fayette  county  friends. 

Elkin  as  the  commander  of  a  battery, 
calling  to  his  men:  "Stand  by  your  guns!”
